~,ONTARIO’S FELDSPAR. 


It Is Said to Be the World's 
Finest. 

The region lying from fifteen to 
forty miles north of Kingston sup- 
plics a large portion of the feldspar 
used in porcelain and cleansers In the 
United States and Canada. Owing to 
its nearnces to New York and other 
Eastern States, American manufac- 
turers find jt much cheaper to mine 
feldspar If the Kingston region than 
to ship it from the Southern States; 
Quebec Province, or Norway and 
Sweden. Last year about 30,000 tons 
of feldspar was shipped from mines 
ig Frontenac and Addington counties, 
Ogdensburg and Charlotte, N.Y., be- 
ing the chief ‘porta of entry to the 
United States. There are ten or more 
feldspar mines north of Kingston, 
several of them having been opened 
withih the past year or so. Nearly. 
all of them are developed by Amer- 
ican capital. The whole output of the 
O’Brien and Fowler mino at Perth 
road goce to Wheeling, West Vir 
ginia. The Dominion Feldspar Co. at 
Tichborne ships to Toleda, Ohio; the 
Verona Mining Co, at Bird's Crpek 
to Pennsylvania, and the Eureka 
Company at Verona to Trenton, New 
Jersey. There is only one feldspar 
grinding plant in Canada, that one 
belng at Tichborne, and this turns 
~ut Ove to ten tons a day. There,is 
a@ grinding mill at Rochester, 
for Canad feldspar, supplying 
terial for United States porcelain 
manufacturers. Feldspar rock enters 
the United States free of duty, and 
for that reason little grinding ig done 
on this side of the border. The Unit- 
ed States duty on ground feldspar is 
twenty per cont. 

It has been proven, according to 
American Consul F. 3, 3. Johnson, 
of Kingston, that the fcldspar in the 
Kingstop region ts the best in the 
world. It is purer than any othor, 
Two kinds are found In Frontenac 
county, the erey, which contains soda 
that makes‘ Bon Ami and other 
cleansers, and the pink which con- 
tains potash and is commonly used 
in porcelatn.

Dauglas, in charge of the Mounted 
Police at Fullerton, the farther north 
police post on Hudson Day, received 
the news in December. Douglas set 
out for Lake Yathkyed on December 
19, arriving there and make the ar 
rest February 9. 

Quangwak offered no resistance 
and readily admitted that he had 
slain the men, re-enacting the killing 
at the scene of the crime for the 
deonefit of the officer. 

With his prisoner and the woman, 
Douglas started for Hudson Bay 
Coast, going by a circuitous route so 
aS to be certain of passing trading 
and police posts where he could get 
food supplies. The ofMcer and 
Ouangwak walked and ran all the 
way, but Cunueit, the woban, had to 
ride onthe dog sled. Her weight is 
estimated by Sergt. Douglas as in ex- 
cess of 200 pounds, so progress was 
not rapid. 

“I had to take her along, to leave 
her with relatives at Churchill,” 
Douglas explained, “because she 
would have died at the camp. It is 
the Eskimo custom fo allow widows 
and others, who have no one to look 
after them to starve.” 

“We found game was very scarce,” 
Douglas reported, “In 28 days we saw 
only eight deer. We killed six of 
those.”* ‘-

A Canadian who’ likes statistics 
has figured that in Canada there are 
now more brides of 20 to 24 than of 
any other age, and more grooms of 
25 to 29. . These things are all tabu- 
lated mathematically nowadays, and 
that fe the‘way # has worked out 
in other years. The popular idea that 
modern conditions has postponed the 
marrying age of the fair sex until 
after 25 is reached is not borne out 
by the Ontario Government's statis- 
ties, which show for one year 1,939 
Toronto brides between 20 and 24, 
as compared with 1,129 between 25 
and 29, which means that over 70 
per cent. moro marry at the earlier 
of these age-groups. The number of 
women under 80 who wed in Toronto 
in a year fs 3,833, as compared with 
1,157 older women, the latter figure 
of course including many second mar- 
riages. So that when one score years 
and ten hare slipped by, tge feminine 
chances of matrimony appear to be 
about one In four, as compared with 
those of younger folk. The following

An earnest appeal for the conservation of 
made by United States Secretary of Commerce Mexander.. In connec:

waste paper. As quoted in Chemical and Metallurgical Engincering 
(New York) he says: aD , ee 

“Attention has been called quite a oumber of times Iately to the vital 
shortage of paper, and if the general public could realize how a shortage 
of paper affects its daily life 1 feel sure that 2 saving and utilization of 
all waste paper would be made. 

“Many of the better grades of waste paper are s 
tutes for ground wood pulp and are used in making all kinds of book, 
bond, Iedger and writing papers. If this kind of waste wi 
some extent there would exist an even greater shoriage of wood pulp, 
from which most of our printing papers and newsprint paper is made. 

*Thewaste paper used in the above list consists of old magazines, perigd- 
icals, books,-and all kinds of printed mutter in xeneral. Every pound of 
this waste that is saved and marketed prevents the use 
pulp made direct from the trees. fs siesta 

“The largest tonnage of waste paper ts called ‘common mixed" and 
consists of any and every sort and scrap, of paper, such as newspapers, 

_ waste from the officees, stores and public buildings, and the homes. The 
chief use of this kind of waste is for paper boxes, roofing: and building 
boards, paper shipping containers (which carry up| to one hundred 
pounds of freight or express, and wrapping paper. More than two mile 
lion tons of ordinary waste paper is used for boxes and shipping con- 
taincrs alone. The use of waste papers for this purpose prevents the

Sir Herbert Ames, financial direc- 
tor of the League of Nations, who 
has returned to London from Rome, 
where he presented ‘his Orat budget 
to the meeting of the council of tho 
leaguo, states he wil) resign his scat 
in thé Canadian Parliament at tho 
end. of this scssion, Sir Herbert re- 
turns to Canada at once, and if the 
session fs not over he will make a 
statement as to the work of the 
league from bls seat in the Commons. 
It {a understood he may ‘take tho!’ 
occasion to sct at reat the apprehen- 
sions fostered by pessimists and the 
campaign of United "States origin 
concerning the league's prospects of 
suceceas.

SIGNIFICANT social more 
ment in Western Canada to- 
day is that of the Labor 
Church. In less than a yoar, 

fourteen of these churches have been 
established—elght In Wianipeg and} 







Edmonton, Victoria and} 
Vancovrer. All have not been chris-; 
tened “Labor” churches; some are: 
“People's” Churches. But| 
the underlying motives and the plans! 
of organization are similar; and! 
while cach to-day Is individual and| 
independent, co-operation and co-or| 
dination are bound to follow. { 

The church in Calgary—the “Peo- 
ple's” Church—was established but! 
the other day. As a matter of fact, 
iis .organization ia not yet fully 
completed. There was Orat a tenta- 
tive propobal, to test the strength of 
the financial support likely to be 
secured; then the appointment of a 
committee, to plan the organization 
and arrange effective propaganda; 
and before long the church will ha 
a preacher, not ordained In the usual 
sense, but’appointed to minister to 
the needs of its adherents, 

This ia a new movement ingen 
ada,"but one not unknown in Britain, 
where a few Labor Churches were 
establiahed some years axo, The re 
volt from ‘orthodox religion in Bri- 
tain, as typified in the formation of 
Labor Churches, did not acquire any 
great strength. Tho cause of this may 
hare been, and probably was, the ad- 
herence of those radically Inclined Yo 
the labor and socialistic organizations 
—the Independent Labor Party, the 
Social Democratic Federation, a 
the Fablan Society. These bodies 
have had a very Important bearing 
on the derelopment of economic, 
political and religious thought In the 
Motherland. Among the masses, they 
have develo a strength rivalling 
that of the orthodox churches. 
What power the movement may 
deerlop in Canada cannot as yet be 
well estimated. It is more or less 
of an adventure, a task, a revival, as 
the Rev. A. E. Smith, of Brandon— 

ene of ita ploncers, organizers and 
evangelists — sald recently when 
speaking In Calgary. 

Some critics contend that thes La- 
bor Churches already formed are but 
Boclalistic societies masquerading 
under a new name. From what I 
know and have learned of the prom- 
inent men in the maxement, I hardly 
thing this is so. There are radical 
Principles and a leaning towards 
communism in the teachings ‘of the 
new church, but ita work is not that 
of the socialistic bodice. 

In the Calgary People’s Church, 
for example, any person is eligible 
for membership “who believes In the 
need for and possibility of a better 
day for human socicty, and who Is 
willing to make some systematic, 
consistent and constructive contribe- 
tion of thought, time, influence and 
means towards that end.” Tho aim 
is to bring about “a society based on | 
fraternity, in a Commonwealth of 
Good.” Nor are these Labor 
Churches materialistic in spirit. Phe 
men who hare done much to promote 
them—A. E. Smith, J. S. Woods 
worth, W. Ivens and even Dr. S. G. 
Bland—are all devotedly religious, 
although the first three have either 
left or been driven from the orthodox 
ehureh as ordained ministers. 

The new church Is opposed to the 
old in two vital fundamental prin- 
ciples. 1t alma at the emancipation 
of religion from the enslavement of 
dogma and creeds. It teaches that 
conduct Is not virtuous when based 


on the expectation of reward, hero or 
hereafter; that virtue and true rell- 
gion are dependent on duty well done 
for duty's sako. It seeks the emanci- 
pation of religion from “overhead 

















contro,” as the Rev. A. EQ Smith 
terma the organization of the ortho- 
doz churchea. The new church fs to 
be controlled from the level of its 
own life, that is, from the ideals and 
aspirations of its adherents, and not 
by any coverning body. No select or 
appointed few are to hold a position 
of power and be able to impose thelr 
authority on the people, There are 
to be no sacraments, baptism, or an- 
eleut rites or traditional doctrines. 
The new church is to grapple with 
the problems of to-day—cthical, eco- 
nomic, industrial. 

While the official birth of the 
Labor churches in Western Canada 
dates but from last year, yet the 
movement for emancipation in rell- 
gion and adaptation to present eco- 
nomle and social needs has been 
gaining a Srm foothood In Calgary 
during the past four years. Under 
the pastorship of the Rev, William 
Irvine, the Unitarian Church took a 
big step forward In ideals; and when, 
somo two years ago, tho Central Aa- 
sociation could not continue giving 
financial support, tho pastor “car 
ried on” for forming the All Teople's 
Church, Qnanced wholly by its adher- 
ents, Calgary can, 1 think, rightly 
claim the foremost place in the Labor 
or Democratic Church movement in 
Canada, although the All People’s 
Chureh—the frat ono of Its kind— 
ceased to exist when its pastor de 
cided to leave the ministry for an- 
other feld. And it ia noteworthy 
that the ploncer who did so much to 
vision the movement—“Bill" Irvine 
—is now devoting his time and tal- 
ents to.the organization for, political 
purposes of the United Farme:

JULY’ 5, 1920, 
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GANADA'S WAR CLAIMS 


BILL SENT TO GERMANY SUB- 


Ho Fears That Wo Are Adding to 
the Embarrassments of British 
8 ‘ ° 


RANK H. SIMONDS, the fam- 
ous American expert on Euro- 
pean matters has been exam- 
ining Canada’s war bill, and 

has jhe following comments to make: 

“Our neighbor on the north asks 
from Germany something a little less 
than $2,000,000,000 as reparation 
and indemnity for the costs of the 
wat to the Dominion. The exact SE- 
ure fs $1,871,000,000. Now, this fig- 
ure supplics an interesting basis of 
calculation, In the first place, 
Keynes estimates the total repara- 
tions which the British Empire might; 
claim as a little less than $3,000,000,- 
000 as against $4,000,000,000 by the 
French. But, in addition, he preserib- 
ed a method of payment, stretched 
over a long period of time without 
intorest, which gave 6 the British | 
share a present value of approximate- 
ly $1,400,000,000. We bave then, 
from Canada, a bill which amounts to 
materially more than the whole sum 
‘allotted to the British Empire by 
Keynes. 

“Under the Keynes proposal, then, 
if Canada is palj her price not only 
will the United Kingdom receive 
nothing, but Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, all the British colonics 
and dominions will go equally up- 
remunerated for financial sacrifices 
which, in the case of Australia alone, 
must equal. those of Canada. 

Now, at Hythe there was adopted 
a tentative Gnancial program which 
fixed -at $30,000,000,000 approxi- 
mately the total reparations payment | 
of Germany. But again, this wag to} 
be stretctied over a long period of 
time and interest was eliminated. 
Thus, the present valuc of the repar- 
ations would be $15,000,000,000 and | 
the total British share but $3,500,- 
000,000, since the British Empire, 
under agreement with her Allica, will | 
obtain only a quarter of the total | 
reparations payment, But aceepting 
Canada’s daim and placing that of} 
Australia at the same sum, or cven, 
placing the combined claims of Aus- | 
tralla and New Zealand at the game) 
amount, the whole of the payment 
to the British Empire ta absorbed and | 
there fs nothing left for the United ;

But if Canada 
ix warranted in asking nearly $2,000,- 
000,000, then the French can justly 
claim a sun at least as great as the 
total demanded of Germany by the 
Hythe proposal, and Belgium repar- ; 
ation at least equal to that represent 
ed by tho wholo sum allotted to tho 
British Empire. 

“All of which leads directly to 
absurdity, for it means a total repar- 
ation demand of upward of $100,- 
000,000,000 stretched over at least a }, 
century.

FEW MURDER MYSTERIES. 


Hight Unexplained Crimes In Toronto 
Since 1887. 

Is Hamilton In danger of losing 
first place to Toronto in the matter 
of unsolved police mysteries? 

Many anxious citizens of Toronto 
are alarmed at the fact that there 
are on the police books two recent 
murders In that city, one unsolved 
shooting, and the disappearance of a 
prominent millionaire citizep. 

That there Is no cause for alarm 
and little room for criticism of the 
city and county police in all these 
myzterien is tha claim of prominent 
tity police officials and lawyers. A 
complete lst of unexplained and un- 
pald murder mysteries in Toronto 
since the year 18%7, shows eight. In 
every one of.them, that element of 
chance @hich alwitys enters Into the 
relation of crime versus police, wae 
extraordinary. AgainM cight mys- 
teries in thirtr-three years in a city 
the size of Toronto, there is ta be 
eredited the solution of hundreds of 
murder cases and crimes of violence. 

In two of the murder cases, the 
names of the suspected murderers are 
known. The fact thar both victimes 
and both suspects areforeigners adds 
to the problem, for aforeigner has ad- 
vantages pf escape und security ow- 
ing to the ¢Clannishness and secrecy 
of foreign races. On November 19 
last, Joe Camandl was killed by ao 
man who struck him on the head 
with a shovel in a sandy works. Gio 
Mastrionini fs wanted for this. On 
September 24 last, Joe Berclidio was 
hot, and Frank Lombardo, a well- 
known Toronto Italian, is wanted In 
this case, The next mystery is about 
the only real mystery of recent yearn. 
On September 25, 1918, the year be 
fore, Dio de la Salaadra was shot In 
the rallroad shops at the foot of Spa- 
dina avenue. No trace of the mur- 
“lerer has ever been found, 

The two chauffe murder mys 
teries are real mysférics, and both 
occurred in the couaty on the out- 
skirts of the city, and therefore come 
under county police. But both vic- 
tims were Toronto men who drove 
wut to the outskirts, as it were, to be 
murdered. The Toronto police as 
sumed some of the purden fn both 
canes. ~at 

On November 5 last, John G. Row- 
land, a chauffeur, was found mur 
dered in his car out at Leaside. On 
July 26, 1917, two years-before, Car- 
men Lapello or Rosas, another chauf- 
fcur, was found murdered and wrap- 
ped in a blanket beside his car oyt 
at Swansea. 

These both occurred out In lonely 
suburbs. The police, either of county 
or city, could not be expected to do 
more than search every available 
rource for motives, which they did 
These are the type of cases where 
the police have to deal with unknown 
or unknowable quantities. The re 
cent addition of several fast motor 
ears to the eity polic&® equipment 
gives the police a greater show in 
dealing with these undefined, detach- 
ed crimes,

Picturesque Incident: of Hamas 


Greenwood's Youth, 

It is curious that Sir Hamar Green- 
‘wood, the man who at 50 is required 
to allay rebellion and revolution, was 
at 26 the Instigator and leader of 
rebellion and revelution. Yet such is 
the fact.

The first meeting of the ; trikers 
was held in a hall on Spadina \ venue, 
which on occasion was used by a Sun- 
day school, Several students spoke, 
some extremists, some for temporiz- 
ing, but none giving a clear lead, and 
there were increasing cries for 
“Greenwood,” although he had not 
been directly involved in the trouble, 
showing how thus carly he was re 
garded by his associates. At length 
Greenwood took the platform. Point- 
ing to a Sunday school motto framed 
on the wall he read for his opening 
message: 


“Dare to be a Daniel, 
Dare to stand alone, 
| Dare to have a message firm, 
Daro to make it known." 


From that moment Greenwood was 
the unchallenged leader, hero and 
director of the students’ strike, 
Wherever he lead they were content 
to follow, Tho strike lasted until 
the Government appointed a royal 
commission of five judges to enquire 
{nto the students’ grievances. The 
day when Greenwood appeared as a 
witness before that commission was 
one long to be remembered. It aig- 
nalized In the minds of the students 
that the strike was a great victory. 
It mattered not that the award of 
the commission whitewashed the 
authoritics and omitted to reinstate 
Tucker. Greenwood organized a sub- 
scription for him, collecting funds to 
send him to Leland-Stanford in Call- 
fornia to secure the degree which his 
Alma Mater refused him, 

It is of jnterest to note that prom- 
Inent among the other strike leaders 
was William Lyon Mackenzie King.

’ A MINIATURE RUSSIA. i 
Btory of a Co-operative Settlement In 
the West. 

In Western Canada, in the midst 
of rippling fields of fax and wheat, 
nestles a miniature Russia. Resem- 
dling a Turgenieff village of the Cau- | 
cass, Brilllant, B.C., and Verigin, 
Saskatchewan, are centres of a little 
community of oppressed Doukhobor 
immigrants who twenty-five years 
ago fled from Cossack persecution 
and from Czar Nicholas the Third’s 
imposition of universal military rule. 
They went first to Cyprus. Later, 
through the intervention and finan- 
clal assistance of the Society of 
Friends, as well as of Count Tolstoy, 
whose “Resurrection” was written to 
help defray the expenses of their 
long Journey overseas, they were en- 
abled to go to more distant British 
territory—Canada. In the shadows of 
the arthed doorways which form the 
entrancé to the twin houses where 
several families maintain co-operative 
households, the little barefoot chil- 
dren work or play. 

In this community of universal 
brotherhood there 1s no wearying 
routine ef labor, for each takes a 
turn and lends a helping hand at the 
menial dasks. Spéaking only Russian, 
marrying ‘only aniong themselves, 
Ulithge the soil without ‘wages and 
turning all profits Into the common 
treasury, these eight thousand or 

| more exiles worship God in the spirit 

jand teach their children to live.the , 
gospel spirit of love. On their Far 
Western Russian-Canadian © farms, 
| combining modern mechanical im- 
provements and primitive methods, 
these simple-minded peasants culti- 
vate their grain and retain and per- 
petuate the art of “pulling” flax. 
They never scythe the long Obre, for 
they want to save its length. Driven 
to the fields only by their own desire 
to serve their community, they some- 
time work from five in the morning 
to at night. 

At @fhk, when their tasks are end- 
ed, they gather in small groups and 
their Gregorian chants roll through 
the valley like a glorious Mtany to 
the joys of labor and to the soil. One 
week the sturdy “mother of tho vil- 
lage” gathers the ripening grain; an- 
other, she is the master cook. Love 
of animals has made her people vege- 
tarigns, who hold that it is sinful to 
take life of any sort—hence their 
Objection to military service. And 
so Anastasia, or Marya, or Paula, 
with linen hand-made plotok, or ker- 





est, noble face, makes pancakes from 
flour of the grain sho has helped to 
gather, and serves them with straw- 
berry jam and Russian tea: Still an- 
other week she is found kneeling be- 
side the large stones retting Gax at 
tho water’s edge. 

With her keen flax-eye she soon 
picks out the right spot in the swift 
whirling stream. She knows just how 
long to leave the flax in the river un- 
til she must reach over and gather 
up the fibre in her strong arms. An- 
other time someone else will come to 
relieve her and she in turn will drop 
into the chair before the spinning- 
wheel to spin the threads for the 
heavy smock of the laborer or the 6n- 
est weave for her own embroidery. 

Seated at her wheel —an hoirioom 
handed down from mother to daugh- 
ter—she practices the tricks of her 
trade, making the threads Iie smooth- 
ly in place by molstening her fingers 
with saliva before she runs the flax 
fibre between them. At her sido is 
her simple cottage, and behind are 
the eternal hills, while hollyhocks 
and marigolds and asters form a riot 
of color at her feet. 

In this scene of rustic beauty sho 
croons her old Slavic folk-songs and 
tries to forget the hofrors of perse= 
cution on the distant Caspian shore. 
The religion of her people is em- 
bodied in the “Book of Life,” so call- 
ed because it lives in the memory 
and hearts of men. Most of it passes 
from one generation to the next by 
word of mouth, because only a few 
of the peasants can read. The songs 
and chants are based on the Bible 
in part. On Sundays all gathor in the 
schoolroom, barefooted, with neither 
minister nor leader, to talk over the 
needs of the little community, Thoso 
speak or pray who hear the voice’of 
God. Sometimes thts voice finds ex- 
pression from the lips of a little child,

Then he took up the more serious 
study of theology, In the course of 
which he entered in turn Knox Col- 
lege, the Princeton Theological Sem- 
inary. and the Edinburgh University. 
In 1885, five years after graduating 
from the University. of Toronto, he 
was ofdained into the mintstry, 
and became pastor of Knox Church, 
London, where he temained nine 
yeart, leaving to aceept the pastorate 
of Knox Church, Ottawa. 

When in 1896 Knox Collere want- 
ed a professor of church history, the 
lot fell upon Rev. James Ballantyae. 
Whatever it might have been to oth- 
ers, It wos unexpected by himoel?, 
but after duc consideration he accept- 
ed. Twenty-four years hare since 
elapsed, but he Is still lecturing to 
Knox students on church histofy, 
church governmcht, and a few odd 
subjects.

Many Attempts to Make Gold Frors | — 
Other Mctals. 


The idca of transmuting baso 
metals Into gold secms to have had 
its origin, long before’ the birth of 
Christ, in Arabla, where the study 
of chemistry was remarkably advapc- 
ed in early days. 

Lead has beon nearly always tho 
metal chosen—as recently, by a pro- 
feasor of the University of Manches- 
ter—to bo dealt with in this way. 
Mercury is the next best bet, but sll- 
vor is highly recommended. 

A few ¢yeara ako Dr. Emmens, & 
distinguished American scientist, was 3 
convinced that he had discovered & cs 
“missitig clement” between gold and , 
silver, which he called “argentaue 
raum.”* Ho melted Mextean dollars In 
a crucible, dissolved the silver with 
nitric acld, and exhibited a residue of 
undeniable gold. 

Explanation Jay in thewfact that 
there was originally some fold in the 
silver out of which tho dollars wero 
minted, This Is commonly the case 
(owing to the imperfect metallurgical 
processes) with the older Mexican 
coins. 

Dr. Carey Lea has proved that sil- 
ver is capable of assuming so close a 
likeness to gold in color and lustre 
that you or I might casily taistake- 
one for the other. In response to 
certain chemical treatment it takes | 
a shape exactly resembling tho yellow e 
metal, in burnished lumps which 
have all the brilliancy of gold, Spread 
in a pasty condition with a brush over 
paper, it looks Iike gold leat. The 
effect, however, Ia better shown when 
the substance is brushed over a plate 
of clean glass, the result, when the 
naste has had time to dry, being a 
most beautiful and perfect gold 
mirror.

Oxy-Acetylene Blowpipe. 


On oxy-acctylene or oxy-hydrogen 
blowpipe is composed of a very Mxht 
conical tube, slender and slightly 
curved at the end whence the flame 
fesues, and provided at tho other ¢x- 
tremity with two nozzles, to which 
the indla-rubber tubes from the oxy- 
gén and acetylene, or oxygen and 
hydrogen, cylinders are attached, says 
a writer in Wide World. Tho prin- 
cipal point about the most up-to-date 
apparatus Hes in thp fact that the 
twd gases, instead of being separated 
up to the very point of ignttion, are 
thoroughly mixed in tho interior of 
the blow-pipe, in such proportion os 
to bring about completo combustion. 
All danger of cxplosion has been 
avoided by giving to the gas a speed 
of dolivery greater than that of tho 
propagation of the flamo, in accord. 
ance with a scientific law lald down 
by a French.pmicial commission which 
inquired Into the subject of fire-damp, 
As an additional precaution against 
accidents, an appliance called “gale 
ty-mixer” has been {inserted at the 
juncture of the oxygen and hyrogen 
pipes, the mixture then passing to

Poisoned Darts 
Still Used 


RADERS, the advance agents 

of civilization, are starting 

to explore commercially a 
territory, covering hundreds 

of thousands of square miles, that Is 
almost a8 totally unknown as if on 


another planet. It is the vast basin 
of the Amazon, In South America. - 
Tho most numerous and most war- 


‘lke of the many native tribes of the 


| 


upper Amazon and Its tributarics aro 


tho Mundurucus, who are the most 

expert feather-workers In tropical 

America, the warriors wear beautiful 
garments of birds’ plumage, with ro- 
settes of brilllant feathers on the 
forehead, or sometimes diadems of 
alligator scales. The “‘sceptera” which 
the chiefs carry in their ceremonial 
dancea are admirable works of art, 
being made by fastening upon a long 
wooden rod the white and yellow 
feathers from 
toucan. 

At its top such a “scepter” expands 
into a wide plume composed of the 
long tail-feathers of macaws and 
trogons. To preserve it from injury, 
the wand of authority is kept in a 
cylindrical ¢ase when not” required 
for use on feast days. As a part of 
the costume, a’cresent-shaped breast- 
plate of turtle shéll, so thin as to 
give out a clear note when struck, 
is worn, 

Among tho Mundurueus no youth 
is considered to have attained tho 
dignity of manhood until he has en- 
dured the “ordeal of the gloves.” In 
that country there is a kind of ant, 
as big as a wasp and quite as veno- 
mous; Ikewise another species, 
known as the “firo ant,” whose bite 
feels Ike a red-hot needle piercing 
flesh. Two bamboo tubes are closed 
at one end and into cach of them a 
number of these poisonous ants are 
put. Then the tubes, called “glovea” 
by courtesy, are tled upon the arms 
of the young man whose fortitude is 
to be tested, and, -wearing them, ho 
goes about the village dancing and 
singing. If he shows the alightest 
sign of distress he is pronounced a 
failure and becomes an object of de 
risfon to the girls; but, if he endures 
the agony without wincing, his pro- 
motion to the rank of warriors is 
accomplished, 

All over that part of South Amer- 
fea the “blowKun” is the favored wea- 
pon of the chase. The stalk of a 
young palm of a particular species, 
is taken, about ten feet In length, and 
split in two lengthwise, the pith be 
ing removed, Then the halves. aro 
securely bound together, providing 
an instrument of remarkable light- 
ness with a smooth and polished 
bore, The projectiles employed are 
made from the leaf-stalks of another 
kind of palm, sharpened at the point 
and wrapped about the middle with 
silk-cotton, obtained from a tree.

Into the tube like a cartridge, filling 
the bore, so that a puff of breath 
sends it on ita deadly mission, Like 
na rifle, the blowgun has a foresight 
and a backsixht. The darts are made 
sharp as needles by scraping them 
between th keen-edgeed, sawlike 
teeth of the plrai fish, one-half of a 
piral Jaw being customarfly attached 
for (this purpose to the hunter's 
quiver. 

Armed with this weapon, the ab- 
original marksman Is able to kill off 
a whole flock of birds at perch, drop- 
ping one after another without alarm- 
ing them. Such blowguns, when 1 
in war or for the killing of tapirs 
and other large animals, are come 
monly provided with poisoned darts, 
the “curarl” poison employed for this 
purpose being widely known and 
munufactured among the tribes of 
the upper Amazon and tributary 
rivera. 

Science to-day {is not acquainted 
with the recipe for making “curari,”* 
the secret of its composition being 
handed down from generation to gen- 
eration by the priests*of the tribes, 
The basis of the mixture is supposed 
to be an extract from a strychnine- 
producing plant, snake-poison, veno- 
mous ants and other unpleasant In- 
gredients being added. A_ slight 
wound from an arrow dipped in 
“curari® will kil} a,man in a few 
minutes, 3 

When tho Botecudo husband fs out 
of temper with hij_wife he goes after 
her with a knife, and it is rare to seo 
a married woman of the tribe who 
does not bear sears of wounds thus 
inflicted, From seeds and fruits these 
reoplo obtain brilllant dyes, with 
which they adorn their bodies, a fav- 
orite fashion being to paint the face 
above the mouth bright red, the up- 
per half of the body being stained 
black, and a red stripe encircling the 
waist, A naked warrior thus (ecor- 
ated presents a truly demontacal 
appearance. 

Space Is not here available for even 
a brief description of many other 
tribes of the Amazon basin—as, for 
instance, the Mautonos, who weave 
cloth out of the hair of slain enemies; 
or the Jivaros of the Maranon, whose 
war-trumpets are made from the skin 
of the tail of the great armadillo, It 
may be sald In a general way of all 
the savages of that vast region that 
they are the most primitive people in, 
the world to-day — barring possibly 
the aboriginal blacks of Australla 
and a few African tribes,

Trade Relations Between ae 
_ « . Canada And Russia 





NEW YORK, July 12—The establish 
ment of trade relations between Can- 
ada and Soviet Russia would have no 
political significance and would not 
render the Dominion open to  propa- 
ganda work by Soviet agents, Ludwig 
C.A.K. Martens, head of the Russian 
Soviet Government Bureau here, de- 
clared to The Canadian Press in the 
course of an interview in which he re- 
viewed his efforts to purchase goods 
from Canadian manufacturers, 

Martens denied that agents of the 
Russian Soviets had carricd on propa- 
ganda in Canada In the past and sald 
they had no intention or desire of do- 
ing so In the future. 

The Russlan agent’ appears vely 
sanguine regarding his prospects for 
securing in Canada a lot of material 
which is so badly needed by the Sov- 
fets. He bases his hopes upon the re- 
port'of the two special envoys, Santeri 
Nuorvela and Captain O. S. Beyer, 
who were sent to the Dominion recent 
ly to conduct preliminary negotiations 
with representatives of Canadian man 
ufacturers and upon the’ contract 
which be signed last week with Boyer, 
Sloan and Company, Manufacturers’ 
Agents, of Montreal, for several mil- 
Hon dollars worth of foodstuffs “and 
machinery. He belleves the Canadian 
Government's declaration that there 
are no restrictions upon exports to Rus 
sia from the Dominion opegicd the way 
for the acceptance of the Sorict Goy- 
ernment’s orders by Canadian firms 
and that the initial contract will be 
carried out and will be forwarded by a 
number of others in the near future. 

Asked whether any of the Canadian 
manufacturers who had 
trade possibilities with 
agents while they were in Canada had

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BANK JOBS GO BRGGING. 





Serious Shortage In Clerks Worrying 
the Managers. 

Think of it, our once-exclusire 
banks aro hanging out cards asking 
for clerks, just as factoricn do when 
they want help. Neat little placards 
in this connection are hung up near 
the tellers’ cages. Hark to the con- 
tenta of pne of tient: 

“Employmentwon the staff of this 
bank offers an attractive future for 
young men, We are in a position to 
placo a»nuinber of boys with High 
School cducation at our different 
branches throughout Canada. 

“Por particulars pleane refer to 
the manager." 

Can't you imagine one of Canada’s 
bygone general managers, pompous 
of mien, revisiting old haunts and 
nearly having an apoplectic fit at the 
sight of such a placard. Advertising 
for clerks! The very idea! Twenty 
years aro or more such an expedient 
would never have been dreamed of. 
Why, there was Keen competition to 
Ret jobs in banks. In those distant 
days of Canada's hard times banka 
had walting lists just Mike modern 
golf clubs, and picked and chose the 
young men who were to have the 
privilege of working for them. Appli- 
cants for positiona approached a 
manarer in humility and awe, 

Not only food appearance, but 
social pull was necessary for admit- 
tance to one of the larger institu- 
tions. A boy's ancestry loomed 
larger with somr fencral managers 
than did his penmanship. A bank 
job was the goal Of most youths 
whose parents could pot afford them 
a proferston. For the post was a 
sure thing—banka never actually fir- 
ing thelr clerka — and promotion, 
though slow, was regular up to a 
point, at least. Moreover — alas! 
that appeal to snobbishness—a bank 
clerk was some pumpkins soctally In 
the city, and in the country towns 
he was absolutely IT. Dut that was 
twenty years ago. 

Junior clerks started their carcer 
of Gnanre in thoso daya with as little 
an $150.8 year. To-day bank juniors 
are hard to get at $600 ard $700 a 
year. And they have adding machines 
to do the Girty work. Twenty yearn 
ago-——yen, less than fifteen years ago 
—branch managera with long ser- 
vice, neveral clerks under them and 
heavy: responsibility, frequently re- 
ceived Per annum no more than 
atreet car conductors and motormen 
are rejecting ag insufficient to-day. 
Ask any senior bank mah. 

About filteen years ago the native 
supply of bank clerks began to peter 
out in Canada. Netter times had 
come with Whe opening up of the 
Weat, and opportunitics offered in the 
professions and other occupations 
fer young Canadians. The demand, 
for clerks rose simultancously with 
the shortage, as new branches were 
springing up on the pratrie over- 
night, Uke mushrooms. One dr two 
large banka began importing clerks 
from Scotland, which han since fur- 
nished Canada with hundreds of 
hard-head bankers. ayers 

Tho oulbreak of war madohe sit- 
uation more stringent. Girls, ‘whom 
banks had mostly Cmployed an steno- 
Fraphers oF at work which did not 
bring them inte confact with the pub- 
lle, presently appeared at tasks hith- 
erto considered unsuitable for femin- 
ine endurance. To-day they run the 
big deposit ledgera and In some 
country offices even that nerve- 
wracking post, the cash, where she 
might have to upe the loaded re 
volver dying ready at her side to de- 
fend the moncy from robbers. Somo 
girls receive $1,200 and $1,500 a 
year in banka, 

One Canadian bank has opened no 
leas than 200 new branches within 
the past (wo years. Two or three of 
the larger institutions have from 400 
to 500 branches cach, All of which 
iMustrates the frowth of Canadian 
banking and the opportuniticas It 
offers, ay)

Treatment.—As a large pereentaxo 
of cases fs due to Inability of masti- 
cate properly, thg mouth should al- 
ways be carefully examined. If the 
teeth require attention and the owner 
Las neither the necesnary Instruments 
nor the skill to correct the fault he 
should take the horse to a vetcrinar- 
fan. In horses about three years old 
the tronblo ip very often:due to un- 
shed molar“crowns, Noa, 1. and 2 in 
each row. Ina horse about four years 
old No. 3 in each row,, These crowns 
can bo easily remored by tho use of 
a palr of small tooth. forceps or o 
pair of. pincers. In older horser tho

tn the late summer, while the nut fs 
still green and tender, the mother 
wcevil sors In search of a place to 
ay her egg. The eee must be kept 
safe from harm during the larva 
hatches, it Is highly Impartant, from 
the weevil’s point of view, shat there 
be food close at hand so that the baby 
weevil will not die a prematurely 
carly death. 

Instinct has taught the mother 
weevil that no better place could be 
found for her egg than the inside of 
9 hazelnut, for there lies safety for 
her egg and food for her offspring.

Thousands of women 
are actually armed, and fighting io 

< both armies, This is not remarkable, 
as_all through history there have 
been timea when women made just a8 
good soldiors as men; but it fs sur- 
prising that women should excel men 
in such a cruel sport as bull-baiting. 

Thero are at the present time be- 
tween two and three hundred wo- 
men in Mexico engaged in bull fight- 
ing, either as the slayers, of the . 
wounded bulls, or as mounted atten- 
dants in tho ring, or in some other 
position, and they are immensely 
popular with the people. 

Their earnings vary, but on feast 
days, whon hundreds of thousands of 
people attend a bull-fight, a woman 
may be paid ds much as £600 for 
entering the ring. 

One cannot help admiring the 
pluck of theso wowen, for a bull ts 
not a aweot-tempered animal at the 
best of times, and it is not, I fancy, 
generally known how tho poor crea- 
tures aro made to suffer from the 
time they are driven from the ranch 
—whero they are bred from a special 
strain imported from Spain — until 
the day they are driven into the ring. 

On leaving the ranch they aro 
blindfolded and placed in crates,, 
where they aro boxed up in such | 
Mmited space that they cannot turn 
round, or lic down, and here they 
stay until they are driven, half crazy 
with rage, into the strong sunlight 
of tho arena.

“*A remarkable circumstance wi 15 told me," writes this traveller up 
the St. Lawrence 135 years ago, “by Mr. Pansce, our conductor, who 
has been constantly engaged in this navigation for nearly 20 years, and 
which he advises me is a matter of fact, both from his own observ: ation 
and that of the oldest man living. Each year the river St. Lawrence set- 
tles or falls a little until the seventh year, when it is visible that it has 
sunk between three and four feet, and then for tite next seven years con- 
tinues to rise in the same proportion, The river is at this time at its 
greatest elevation. I took some pains to gi Jin some information of this 
Seeman phenomenon. 1 find that the lakes have the same appear- 
ance."” 

Thus the rising and Salling of Lake Ontario, cte., has been under 
observation for about 200 years. Careful government records were he- 
gun about 1820 and since then it has been found that the periods between 
the high water and low water are sometimes as low as four years and 
sometimes as high as nine years, though they do average seven ye AES.

WERE NOT TOO SEVERE 


NETHODS OF DISCIPLINE IN 
CANADIAN ARMY. 





Announcement That 343 Officers and 
Men Were Executed In British 
Armies During tho War Leads 
Canadian Officer Who Took Part 
In Many Courts-martial to Re 
assure His Countrymen by Deo- 
scribing Wiser Method. 


T is announced in the British 
newspapers that 343 officers and 
men were executed in the British 
armies during the war for of- 

fences such as desertion, sleeping at 
one's post and cowardice. 

How many Canadians were execut- 
ed “has never been announced. “I 
doubt if there were a dozen,” says & 
Canadian cx-officer who saw a great 
deal of war service. 

Discipline In the Canadian Corps 
was a very different thing from that 
in the British forees, Possibly the 
fact that Canada’s troops, except at 
the very last, were volunteers made 
discipline an casier problem for us. 

Military law lays down the death 
penalty for certain definite crimes 
on active service, such as desertion, 


cowardice in the face of the enemy, 
looting, asleep or drunk at one's. 


post, mutiny, striking a superior of- 


ficer in the execution of his duty, or 
disobedience of an order of a super- 
for officer in the execution of his 
duty. 

The court-martial finding a soldier 
guilly of any of these crimes was 
obliged, by ‘military law, to sentence 
him to death, if no “extenuating cir- 
cumstances” were produced, which 
would allow the court to inflict “such 
other punishment” as military law 
allows. Usiially, the Canadian courts- 
martial held in the field by officers 
of neighboring units, did find “exten- 
uating circumstances,” and sentenced 
the soldier to years or months of im- 
prisonment. Before these sentences 
went into effect, they had to be rati- 
fied by the brigadier, ordinarily three 
woeks after the trial, the accused 
languished in the “clink” all this 
while, the sentence of death had like- 
ly been reduced to a-fow years’ Im- 
prisonment. 

The regiment would be paraded in 
@-‘ollow square,” the adjutant would 
read out the sentence, while the 
prisoner stood, bareheaded, under 
guard in full view of the regiment, 
and away would go the poor lad to a 
prison near the base——. 

And in three months, he would re- 
turn to the unit, fresh and smiling, 
his ten years commuted to three 
months “for good conduct!” 

No, the Canadians did not suffer 
from severe discipline! Courtsa-mar- 
tial were generally composed of a 
major, a couple of captains and a 
pair of ieutenants, all of the same 
branch of the service as the accused. 
Most of them were every-day, plain 
Canadians, hard workers and fight- 
era, but citizens, whoso best friends 
were thelr own men, and who felt 
no_ difference between themsclyes 
and their men except in that Indi- 
cated in the badges on their 
shoulders. Oceaslonally, some heary 
comedy major or captain, who had 
been imported to France with that 
rank, would attempt to show he was 
a “British officer,” whatever was 
meant by thin suggestive phrase, and 
would grove) and snarl and be very 
severe, in imitatiod of the officers he 
had read about in fiction, or of dis- 
cards he had observed in schools and 
barracks at home. The great major- 
ity were, however, men of plain com- 
mon-senss and red blood, who 
brought to a court-martial every bit 
of sympathy, decency and wisdom 
they were capable of. 

For myself, I have sat on a good 
many courts- martial and I recall one 
or two fatheads of the scvere type 
among the officers sitting. The senior 
officer, the president of the court, was 
generally a fatherly man of middle 
2g, who, of course, domina’ the 
court. 

There wero, however, in the volun- 
cer Canadian Corps, a certain num- 
ber of deserters, steopers, drunks, 
looters and insubordinate men. As I 
have seen, myself, a dozcn men con- 
victed of desertion, and so nominally 
sentenced to death, I should say that 
there were, in the whole corps, a 
pretty good number of men officially 
found Jiable to be shot for the var- 
fous offences. But they were not 
shot. As described ‘abore, they would 


years’ Imprisonment, and then would 
turn up with their unit again after 
a few months’ absence, 

I know of no actual ense of execu- 
tion. I heard that two men were 
tried and shot for looting in Arras 
| early In 1918, and that a Russian lad 
‘was shot for desertion. But these 
cases of execution are shrouded in 
mystery and misted in rumor. 

It would seem unfair that so many 
Britishers were exccuted, when Cana- 
dians escaped so lightly for almilar 
crimes. 

The theory of execution Is that it 
serves as a lesson to the rest of the 
troopa, 

Aus far as the Canadians are con- 
cerned, the exccution of a deserter 
would not serve as much of a Icason. 
Tho Canadians held in contempt a 
coward or a deserter. Killing him 
would not deepen that contempt. 
They felt sorry for him In the frst 
place. They would have revolted at 
the thought of execution.” 





Milking Cows by Machine. 

The newest kind of mechanical 
milkmald fs built to milk five cows at 
once, its operation depending upon 
,an exhaust pump and a compressor. 
Tho former produces suction and 
works a pulsator In one djrection; the 
compressor drives it in the opposite 
dircetion. Tho result ia that a va- 
cuum fs turned on and off sixty times 
a minute, with suction and release 
at each stroke of the pump. The 
contrivance may be operated either 
by electricity or by gasoline.

Were it not for the gulls and loon the 
stench from these dead fish would be 
inenfferable for miles around, The 
gulls and loons, however, in their con. 
stant flights over these small Iskes, 
become aware of the presence of the 
dead fish and a flock of them will 
clesn up several’ miles of millions of 
fish in a few dayx. It ig xvid that 
the only time a loon ever gets fat is 
when it happens upon a shore lined 
with dead fish and gets there before 
the gulls, The Great Northern Diver 
is extremely hard to shoot, being able 
to dive almost as quickly as a bullet 
travels, It has been known to swim 
threes miles under water. In the far 
north the Indians\and natives shoot 
the loon at long dittances with bigh 
power rifles, The feathers covering 
his breast and the under part of his 
body are very thick and downy and 
are used for various purposes by the 
Indians and northern settlers and trap 
pers.—Alliston Herald.

CURRENCY MELTED IN CHINA 


Chinese “Cash” Hae Gone the Way of 
Many Other Forms of Money 
in That Country. 








With the end of the war comes the” 
end, one may believe, of an odd spec 
tacle sometimes scen in the neighbor- 
hood of Tstnan, Tsingtau, and doubt- 
less of other Chincse cities—the sight 
of a Chinese coolie pushing a wheel 
barrow loaded with coins on thelr way 
to be melted down for the metal. War 
conditions raised the price of brars 
and copper to such an extent that it 
was found profitable te purchase coins 
and meit them, a practice which 
Drought inconvenience, for It matertally 
reduced the circulating medium. Laws 
were passed against it, but they seem 
to have been more or less successfully 
evaded, and wheelbarrows ‘continued to 
be used io supplying the smelters. 
Thus is added another tncident tn the 
long history of Chinese “cash,” which 
began 3,000 years and more ago with 
the circulation of coins that had the 
shape of knives, still to be seen used 
as paper knives by foreigners in China 
who have picked them up searching 
for anttquities, Other shapes were tn- 
troduced, and before the Chou dynasty, 
about 600 B. C, the Chinese currency 
wag ax-chaped and spadeshaped as 
well as knifeshaped. At that time 
round coins with a hole in theni, <o 
that they might be held together with 
a cord, were Introduced and foutvl 
much’ more conrenient.

Something of the Arabian Nights, @ 
memory perhaps of All Raba when he 
lscovered the treasure cave, is sus 
geated by the story of Kolchak's gold 
supply and the visit of inspection by 
foreign correspondents under the guld- 
anch of the Omsk government's min- 
ister™ of finance, About 1,440,000 
pounds aroirdupols of gold: such is 
sald to be the reserve of the Kolchak 
government at Omsk. Its value In 
American money Is placed at about 
$475,000,000, “In one room there were 
about thirty tables loaded down with 
gold In all forms, requisitioned by_the 
botsheriki from the people. . . . Can- 
spleuoua in this lot was a set of solid 
gold dishes, formerly the propétty of 
Mr. Tereschtxchenke, one of the wealth- 
feat of the Russian nobility.” The set 
of gold dishes, in the uphearal of Ras 
ala, had passed through several hands 
before falling to the bolsheviki, and 
Srenieey, to the Omsk government; 
and bt least ove of the possible heirs 
had renounced the title to it In view 
of Its use by that government In the 
restoration of Russia. Most of the gold. 
howerer, was displayed io coins and 
ingote, and Its exhibition was meant 
to Inspire confidence In the ability of 
the gorernment to finance some of Its 
tmmediate operations.

who dwelt in caves and tree-tope and 
to whom their whole environment 
had™ a background of the” super- 
*natural. 

‘We ourselves, even in this day of 
enlightenment, cannot get away from 
impressions of the supernatural, 
though they be merely subcoriiclous, 
A half-belief in magic survives in us. 

Thus, of late, with a revival of be- 
Hef in “spirits,”* has come a recrude- 
scence of faith in clairvoyance, which 
is a very ancient kind of magic, prac- 
ticed since prehistoric times. Chiefly 
it takes the form of “crystal gazing,” 
a ball of glass or quartz crysta! pro- 
senting strange visions to the view 
of a person who possesses the requi- 
site psychic equipment. 

Tho seer garcs Oxedly at the ball, 
on tho surface of which after a while 
images begin to appear. They aro 
alleged to show what Is happening in 
another place (information of what 
is golng on there having been do-| 
manded), persons and things being 
seen perhaps at a distance of hun- 
dreds or thousands of miles. 

Anybody may try. It Is pecessary 
merely to concentrate one’s thoughts 
upon distant place or absent person 
while looking at the crystal on a table 
or held in the band, and wait to see 
what will happen. If one is.not a 
born crystal. gazer, nothing will hap- 
pen, the ball remaining blank. 

The Psychical Research Society 
has made record of several hundred 
instances, apparently well authent!- 
¢eated, in which crystal or other clair- 
voyant visions of things happening at 
great distances were afterward prov- 
ed to have been correct. In some 
cases towns, houses, people and 
things which the ecers had never bo- 
held were sald to, have boegp, accur 
ately described by them. 

The crystal is not Indispensable to 
experiments in clairvoyance. A really 
truly paychic ought to be ablo to tell 
the suit and denomination of a play- 
ing card sealed in an envelope by fiz- 
ing attention upon it. Or (for a par- 
lor test) the hands of a closed hunt- 
ing-case watch may be turned by the 
stem-winder at random and Inquiry 
made as to the time Indicated. No- 
body can know the time until the 
watch is opened, and so tho test Is 
a particularly, good one. 

In earlier days a method common 
ly employed by magicians was to pour 
some ink Into the palm ofa child, 
the surface of the duid presently 
showing pictures, of future happen- 
ings. This was “wis” business pure 
and simple, corresponding in charao- 
ter to the performances of the mod- 
ern advertising clairyoyant ‘who tells 
fortunes and* predicts pees of 
stocks. 

It is obvlops that hat the. pict 
in the crystal proceed iro e mind 
of the gazer, inasmuch as he or she 
fs able to vary them to a, great ex- 
tent at will by turning the thoughts 
in this or that direction, , Where no 
fraud is concerned, some, sort of self- 
hypnosis may be at least suspected. 

The phenomena of so-called “‘clair- 
audicnt™ are not lees interesting. 
They are fllusions of, bearing, born 
in the brain. Everybody has them 
now and then. One ls waked up in 
the night by a well-known voice call- 
ing. Among country peoplo It is a 
common thing for a member of tho 
family to announce at breakfast that 
he or she “has been called.” Tho 
yolce may be that of a dead person, 
in which case It is ascribed to the 
spirit of the departed. 

Tho late Prof, Otls T. Mason used 
to tell of his experience after losing 
his little son by drowning. Fre- 
quently thereafter he heard the 
child's volee addrewsing him or 
speaking in another room. 6 im- 
pression was extremely vivid’— as 
much 60 as ff the boy had been actu- 
ally alive and talking. But the pro- 
feszor recognized it as purely an 
illusion, 

The psychic “clairaudient” hears 
things beyond the range of- normal 
auditory. perception. Mysterious 
volces speak and tell of matters 
which could not possibly be known 
through ordinary channels. Joan of 
Arc heard such voices. Coleridge, who 
wroto the “‘Ancient Mariner,” was 
constantly: annoyed by them, Chil- 
dren hear them more frequently than 
grown people. 

If you shut yourself up in a dark 
room, to which no grcinacy, {th alt 
can penetrate, -and Siete with 
your might, you wil] begin HA hear 
things. External impressions being 
cut off, particularly those of sight and 
hearing, your subconsciousness has a 
chance to work. Persons lost In caves 
are liable soon to go insane, ]

Another at Glen Ross, fourteen miles above Trenton, was con- 
structed in 1837 and destroyed during the present century. And 

not a boat had ever passed through it. “Its gates,"" Says one 
narrator, ‘never opened to grect a friendly vessel, its grey lime- 
stone walls never re-cchoed to the sound ofa steamer’s whistle, 
and for seventy years or more it stood as monument to the 
enterprise of the Imperial Government.”* 

The whole canal is'a monument. But it would be difficult

SPORTS CLOTHES 


Foreign Influence is Felt~ More 
Strongly in America-Than — 
~ Ever Before. 


MANY NOVEL FEATURES USED 


Large Pockets, Trimmings, Panels, 
Strappings, Wovgn Plaids and 
Stripes and Other Ideas Aro 
in Evidence, 

Of all games tennis Is the favorite 
with the French women, who take 
any amount of trouble In procuring 
smart clothes for thelr camex, writes 
a Varis fashion correspondent. The 
French woman's conception of sports 
drexy however, is somewhat different 

| from that of the Ameri¢an or English 
woman. The clothes she wears oa 
the tennls court are, Judged by our, 
standard, somewhat fussy, but unless 
one is of a distifietly athletic type 
three clothes ate infinitely niore be 
coining than those of the more severe 
and mannish cut to which we have 
been accustomed. We in this country 
are beginning to realize this; con- 
sequentis the French Influence Is now 
felt more strongly In our own sports 
clothes than ever before. 

A blouse developed In blue serge, 
with brown leather lacings, fs cut 80 
as to fall in loose, bagazy folds, thus 
giving freedom of movement. While 
thix model made its Initial appearance 
on the Riviera, It appeared Jater in 
the, showing of Madeleine et Made 
leine. It has been copied with matiy 
‘variations In one instance being de 
veloped from serge, with stripes em- 
broidered In silk threads. It is made 
of this latter material both with and 
without the Iacings. When the lacing 
fe used, an black patent leather belt, 
inlaid with brown motifs, Ouishes the 
walstline. 

Interest In Bkirts, 

In skirts for sparts wear great in- 
terest Is manifested In models of de- 
cided design, showing big pockets, 
trinunifiga, pancix, strappings std 
other features, The use of norelty 
materials udds to the extreme look, 
woven plaids and stripes In high colors 
belng combined with plain fabrics Ip 
contrast or In harmony to work out the 
most eccentric of the new styles. 

A skirt of fawn-colored serge has 
huge square patches of checked barella 
on elther side, and in these squares 
pockets are Inserted. The skirt Is 
made to wrap about the body at the 
top, closing In a crisscross fashion by 
means Of tabs and large buttons, From 
the lower tab te the hem the skirt 
1s cut away In a diagonal Moe. Io 
other words, It bas a one-side closing 
which Inps far across the front at the 
top, A gilmpse of the plaid shows at 
the hem in the form of pantalette cuffs 
attached to a full length pane) of the 
plaid, These new skirts are quite dif- 
ferent frou the plaited sport skirts of 
wool that we bare been wearing. The 
remarkable trimmings of gay colored 
cloths bring a bright note Into them. 

Front Panel That Disappears. 

Another skirt, developed io blue 
serge, has trimmings of yellow, blue 
and green plald in the form of saddle 
pockets and a disappearing front 
panel. In this model the roctlunl of 
cloatng the front is reversed, the over- 
tap being at the hem and the cloth cut 
away [n a diagonal line to reveal the 
plaid cloth panel at the top only. This 
panel, however, extends the full length 
of the skirt, and attached to the bot- 
tom of it are straps which button 
around the legs. These are entirely in- 
visible except when the skirt Is blown 
about. This, while sounding rather 
extreme, is really a capital idea to 
& sport garment. It ts most Interesting 
to note the Increased popularity of the 
pantaletta cuff and divided skirt. 
Practically every important maker has 
Included some phase of the divided 
skirt idea in the spring models. 
Collarless Blouse, Red-Bound Edges. 

A drees which embodies this Idea ts 
a simple serge frock in leather brown 
with straight hanging side panels piped 
in bright red and buttoned on to the 
baggy trouser skirt. Here, too, the low 
hanging blouse fullness appears, and 
on the pully bodice a trimming similar 
to that used on the skirt Is placed 
across the front-where the lower half 
buttons to the yoke. This blouse ts; 
collarlexs and all the edges are bound 
with red. 

To the Spanish Influence we may 
atiribute the lavish use of leather, not 
only for trimmings, but for entire gar 
ments as well, One French firm shows 
a dark leather coat lined with bright 
reds duretyn. Lanvin makes very 
smart stealght box coats of leather 
that are without fastenings of any 
sort, 

Then there are bright colored leather 
vests In ever so many of the dark 
cloth suite for spring. But perhaps 
the most Interesting use of leather Is 
Its application in wide bands to the 
English traveling and sport coats of 
bright plald worsteds.

lor Craig, Several of the men fired point blank at Conimissioner Smyth, 


who rose but fel) dead while endcavoring to reach the door, Mr. Craig 
was wounded during-the fusilade. Mr. Smyth was‘the Divisional Com- 
missioner for the Munster Roval Irish Constabulary.

The ex- 
Empcror, however, has been greally affected by the untimely end of his 
favorite son. Joachim saw his parcats rcecntly, having paid a visit to

BERLIN, July 18.—Prince Joachim of Hoheazollern, youngest son 
of Former Empcror William, committed suicide today in Potsdam. 

Later advices say Prince Joachim shot himsclf Saturday in bis resi- 
dence, the Villa Leignitz, Potsdam. He was removed to St, Joseph's 
Hospital, where ke dicd a few hours Sater. . 

Joachim recently had been suffering from great menta! depression, 
and is believed to have been in finarcial straits. 

The only member of the former Imperial family now in Potsdam is 
Eitet Frederick, the former Emperor's second son. 

Prince Joachim was born December 17, 1890, in Berlin.» He served 
during’ the late war on both the Wesiern and Fasterm{ronts. During the 
first year of the war he was wounded in the fighting in France. When be 
recovered he was transferred to the Russian front, where he had several 
narrow escapes from capture, and afterwards suficred a scrious illness. 

After the defeat of the Germans there were rumors that Emperor 
William would abdicate in favor of Joachim, The Prince was married in 
1916 to Princess, Maric Augustinet! Atibalt, who then was just seven- 
teen years old. A despatch from Paris carly ig the present year said 
Joachim had brought a suit for divorce. :

Labor head- 
quarters in London has already prom- 
ised a number of noted women with 
political ambitions that they are to 
be run and their constituencies will 
de allotted them as acon as it is time 
to begin electioncering. 

Practically all’of the future women 
Labor candidates have a national re- 
putation as social workers and re- 
formers and most of them were plo- 
neers in the campaign for Women 
Suffrage in Great Britain. On the list 
as made out so far.are the names 
¢ Miss Jeasie Stephens, Mrs. Philip 

den, Mies Mary Macarthur, Miss 
Margaret Bonfield and Mrs. Sidney 
Webb. 5 = 

Miss Stephens made her reputation 
as an organiser of domestic servants’ 
unions and m her work to improve 
the conditions of labor ofthat class 
of working women, She i now an 
important Ggure in the council of the 
Bermondsey district of London and 
is also a Poor Law guardian for that 
district. In an interview rerently she 
forecasted her activities in case she 
should be elected to the House of 
Commons. . 

Mins Macarthur, who writes and 
speaks under her maiden name, fs the 
wife of William C. Anderson, a for- 
mer member of Parliament. She has 
long been ope of the best-known wo- 
men ta the country tm all work con- 
nected with the improvement of wo- 
men's social and industrial position, 
She is secretary of the Women's 
Trade Union League and the Nation- 
al Federation ‘of Women Workers, 
honorary secretary of ‘the Central 
Committee,on Women’s Employment 
and a member of the National Insur- 
ance Advisory Committee. 

Mr. Snowden in the wife of a 
widely known formor Socialist mem- 
ber of the House, was ove of the old 
guard suffrage workers and has writ- 
ten and apoken much for many social 
reform movements, 

Miss Bonfield ts one of the leading 


members of the more radical branch |* 


of labor women. She has boen very 
active in all movements favoring 
some international organization to 
Prevent war. 

Probably the most famous of the 
group, from the standpeint of pure 
intellect, is Mrs. Sidney Webb, Either 
alone of with her huoband she has 
sat’ on more Gorernment commis- 
sions to investigate soctal and indus- 
trial conditions than any other wo- 
man in the country. She is the author 
of a number of books on the hous- 
ing and wage questions, on preven-) 
thon of destitution and kindred sub- 
fects. Her last important position was 
that of member of the War Cabinet 
Committee on Women tn Industry. 

These and the other women who 
will be Labor candidates have a 
knowledge of present day domestic 
problems far in advance of the aver- 
ago woman and, tn inost cases, probd- 
ably ¢onsiderably above that of their 
future men opponents. All are good 
speakers, and as tho Labor party will 
place them in mrong labor constitu- 
enciea their chance of success Is con- 
sidered very favorable. 








His “First Footing.”

Qn the same day tho raw Welsh 
boy—ho was only eighteen at the 
time—wrote; "“Called’ at. the Law 
Courts. Q.C.’s are not perfect, Very 
garrulous, but they havea despicable 
cant.” > j 

Three years inter the fulure Pre- 
mier, who had come to London for his 
Final Solicttor’s Examination, paid 
his second visit to Westminster, and 
thoroughly enjoyed one of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchills’ attacks on Mr. 
Gladstone. “It was," he says, “a clev- 
er piece of comedy. I thought Church- 
fll an impertinent puppy, as every 
Liberal wap bound to do; but I thor- 
oughly enjoyed bis spirit.”

OUTSKIRTS OF EMPIRE. 


Many Natives of New Guince Hare! 
Not Seen a White Man. 

“Strange though it may appear, 
there aro thousands of ‘fritish ils 
jects Uving to-day in us 
of our posscasions who have never 
ween a white face, nor even heard 
of the mighty institution of which 
they form part—the British Empire. 
Their world of Iiving things ends 
when earth meets sky.” 

Thus E. W. Pearson Chinsery 
summed up the situation, when In- 
vited by a representative of the 
Christian Science Monitor to tell 
something of the yet little known 
land of New Guinea on which he is 
an authority. Mr. Chinnery has been 
engaged in administrative exploration 
work in all parts of the territory 
since 1909, save for the interruption 
of the last two years when he left 
to) enlist in the Australian Fiying 





rps. 

After the war was over, Mr. Chin- 
nery entered Christ's College, Cam- 
bridge, as a ‘research. student in an- 
thropology. Since then some interest- 
ing papers have been read by him 
before the British Association, Royal 
Axthropological Institute, Royal Co- 
lfonial Institute, Horniman'’s Museum, 
and other great bodies. 

Amiong the least known of the iso- 
lated corners ‘of the Empire beloved 
by Mr. Chinnery, are those hidden 
away in the mountains and valleys of 
tho Interior of Bridsh New Guinea. | 
As an officer of the magisterial ataffm 
of Papua, he has explored to fnatro- 
duce thé culture” of civilization to 
many thousands of its inhabitants. 
Little is known outside Papua, he 
explains, of the resalts achieved by 
district officers. A comparatively 
small portion of Papua ts under con- 
trol; but even so the future of the 
territory $s assured, for the area un- 
der settlement and development has 
given Indications of great promise, 
Petroleum fields have been discover- 
ed; minerals (copper and gold) and 
rich agriciltural products are export- | 
ed; while the portion under cultiva- 
tion Increases annually. 

The ohlef asset of this young col- 
any, however, according to Mr. Chin- 
nery, is its native population. Those 
pcople who bave already absorbed the 
elements of civilization supply labor 
for the plantations and other !ndus- 
triea upon which development de- 
pends, Dut as settlement expands, 69 
the need for labor Increases, and to 
meet its demanda the administration 
is forced to increase the area under 
control. 

For the purpose of extending gov- 
ernment influence, the territory 
divided ‘Into administrative areas, 
each in charge of a resident or assist=" 
ant resident magistrate. Detachments 
of armed native constabulary (Pa- 
puans) under white officers, are sta- 
toned In each division yndor the con- 
trol of the district officers, officials 
charged with the development of 
those races in tholr districts which 
are under control, and with the re 
sponsibility of exploring the unknown 
portions and introducing civilization 
among thelr inhabitants. 

Mr. Chinnery estimates that during 
the term of his service in this capac- 
ity, the soeds of civilization were sown 
among no Iess than 13,000 peopte. OF 
this number, he says, 11,000 had 
never seen a white man other than 
himself, 

An officer, Mr. Chinnery sayz, fs 
sald to have sown effectively the seed 
of civilization among ravage raccs, 
when he has Indu them to aban- 
don such practices as homicide, head- 
hunting, and cannibalism, and has 
been able to appoint one of their 
number fn each district to represent 
rovernment authority, and to bring 
all casen of wrongdoing before tho 
magisterial courta for adjustment. 

18 is om the foundation of such 

ractices as the above mentioned, 
Mr. Chinnery says, that the native 
builds his whole social and religious 
structure. Interference which may 
destroy the very easence of his wel-) 
fare, must, be thinks, be carried out 
in suth a way that the stability of 
jeultural institutions will not be im- 
patred. As he says, thia is no small 
task, for tn the first place the dis- 
trict officer nyust gain tho full con- 
fidence of ths people, andyestabdlish 
the proper relationship between Gov- 
ernment and subject. : 

Ho must also devote intensive 
study to thetr cultures, and to tho 
modes of thought which produce ¢cus- 
toms ‘antagonistic to civilized stand- 
ards, He must offer, In place of thease, 
a cholow of substitutes which will be 
equally effective in perpetuating their 
welfare, and while they are strug- 
rlingto readjust themselves, he must 
be eret at hand, patient and helpful, 
He must always remember that his 
Intrusion among them has shattered 
the falth bullt up by many gencra- 
tions of tradition, and that in Its 
place are cultures wholly allen to 
them, of which he ta the central 
figure. v 

When he has guided them safely 
through the fnitial stages of transi- 
tion, and has retaih their conf- 
dence throughout; when they consult 
him day and night on social and de- 
mestic' matters, accepting his Judg- 
ments; when they, welcome -him in 
their villages; tlen—but not before 
—says Mr, Chinnery, he may be rea- 
sonably certain that he has effective- 
ly sown the seed of civilization, 
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No Canno to Worry. 

A physician on a Hner made a 
great use of sea water ‘among his 
patients.

BLIDGEONING SUGGESTED. 


Americans Want to Grab Canadian 
Palpwood, 

A lively campaign Is being centred 
in Washington In favor of bludgcon- 
ing Canadian provinces that have re- 
strictions against the export of their 
pulpwood Into lifting them In order 
that United States newsprint mills 
may get unlimited supplics of raw 
material, The American view of the 
situation, builded as it is upon false 
Premises, is Intensified by a despatch 
from Montreal which recently ep- 
pear! in the Walf Street_Journal, 
New York, containing this, amon 
other statements: “It would take 244 
years to exhaust the Canadian pulp- 
wood limits at the current rate of 
consumption if the estimate of the 
Dominion Commission of Conserva- 
tlon be reasonably accurate. The 
limits contain at least 1,023.090,000 
cords, a third In Quebec Province.” 

An official denial by the commis- 
sion that it had ever made or auth- 
orized such a statement was scarcely 
needed by those who have followed 
its insistent warnings that there ts a 
measureable Iimit to our forest 
wealth, which is being appreciably 
approached ‘under the present reck- 
lesa system of depletion. The refuta- 
tion of ‘the dexpatch lends emphasis 
to Bulletin 25 issued by the Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Association in which 
the true situation regarding the pelp- 
wood resourers of the Dominion is 
set forth. the leant Interesting 
bit of information fs that In 1919 
American exports of newsprint total- 
led 120.295 fons. In the argument 
at Washington on the Underwood 
retaliation resolution, 63,000 tons 
were given os the minimum by which 
production and importation of acws- 
print fell below consumption. The

QUEBEC'S PULPWOOD. 

The Premier of Quebec has informed Cnited States Senator Under- 
wocd tKat on no consideration will Quebec permit pulpwood cut on 
Crown lands to be exported. The Senator, through representatives whe 

" journeyed to Quebee for the especial purpose, asked for a reversal of the 
province's pulpwood policy. Sir Lomer pointed out that Quebec intend- 
ed that this. rich natural resource should be developed and yuarded for 
the benefit of Canadian industry, and that this could be done effectively 
by the use of the embargo. That American paper manufacturers should 
desire the exploitation of Canadian forests for raw material is natural 
enough. Their own forest linds have been subjected to at criminal wast- 
age. For many decades no attempt was made to conserve this sMupend- 
ous wealth of timber.

Investigations —May He Made In 
Airplanes. 

During the war a great deal of 
valuable experience was obtained in 
thea field of photography and many 
advances made and on the strength 
of these It has been suggested that 
eclipses might be photographed and 
observed by means of airplanes, 
According to Pant W. Merrill of the 
Astronomical Society of the Pacific 
coast, the chance of securing valu- 
able observations from an airplane 
would be fully as great as from a sta 
tlon on the ground. A de Havilane 
plane with a Liberty motor, at 10,000 
feet altitude, rides more smoothly 
than a train, and should permit di- 
rect photographs on a small scale, 


eapecially if the plane was equipped | spe 


with a gyroscopic stabilizer. A mod- 


ern plane would readily surmount]; 


any ordinary fog or cumulus clouds, 
though cirrus is usually too high. 
Aside from cirrus clouds the observer 
would have a wonderfully clear, dark 
nky. By Oying in the direction In 
which the shadow moves the dura- 
tion of totally could be Increased by 
5 or 10 per cent. 

Some other sclentific problems in- 
~olving observations from high alll- 
tudes might be open to photographic 
investigation from airplanes. This 
would bo the case if the essential ap- 
paratus were light and portable and 
did not require a stable foundation. 
To reach an altitude of 14,000 to 
20,000 feet it would be easier to as- 
cend in a suitable airplane than to 
go on mule-back up a mountain‘trall, 
and to reach much higher altitudes 
it would be the only way. The ultra- 
violet light from the sun and its ab- 
sorption in the carth’s atmosphere 
might well be studied from an alr- 
plane by taking up a small spectro- 
graph. A very interesting possibility 
1s that of detecting the solar corona. 


The sky lMeght is the only thing that |- 


prevents observation of the corona, 
and the sky grows rapidly darker 
with increasing altitude, From 
25,000 feet the say light would be 
considerably decreased.

These strange signals which are 
being caught at wireless stations on 
different parts of our planct are a 
problem “to the big scientists them- 
selves, How much more, then, must 
they puzzie the brains of tho ordin- 
ary people? asks Pearson's Weekly. 

There are hundreds of different 
wireless stations. Why, then, asks 
tho man In the street, is it that only 
one station here and there picks up 
these Incomprehensible sounds from 
the void? : 

Tho answer is this — that cach 
sending or receiving instrument can 
be tuned, lke a fiddle or banjo 
string, to send or receive signals of 
a certain wave length.

The bdisger the station, and the 
greater the sending distance, the 
longer—as a rulco—is the wave used. 
Take Clifden in Ireland and Glace 
Bay in Nova Scotia as an cxample. 
It is between these two—a distance 
of 3,300 miles—that the trans- 
aUlantlc wireless service is carried on. 

The wires used for sending or re- 
celving are about 1,000 fcet long, 
and are stretched at a height of 
about 200-fect. The wave Icngth cm- 
ployed is 20,000 fect—that is, cach 
wave or‘ripple is nearly four miles 
long from crest to crest. Fifty thou- 
sand of these waves are emitted cach 
second, and the waves rush through 
the ether across the Atlantic at a 


speed of 186,300 miles per |

Queerest of the Metals. - 

Mereury {s called “quick” silver 
because {t seems as if alive, so lively 
is the way in which it runs about. 
It {s a fuid—that {s to say, molten 
—at temperatures which render oth- 
er metals solid. 

The ore ‘from which it is derived 
ia‘a mixture of sulphur and mercury, 
called “cinnabar,” and when very 
pure fs In color a brilliant yermilion. 
It is from this source, indeed, that 
Vermilion used to be obtained. Now- 
adays, however, it is usually made by 
heating ‘mercury together with sul- 
Phur, potash and water. 

To get the mercury from the ore 
it is necessary merely to. separate it 
frbm the sulphur with which it is 
chemically combined, and this is 

,accomplished by roasting. The ore 
goes from the crusher into a furnace, 
where high heat volatilizes the quick- 
silver, the latfer being thereupon pre- 
cipitated pure in a water-jacketed

OME months ago the Board of 
Education supplied to cach in- 
spectorate in the city of To- 
ronto a motion-picture ma- 

chine and a high-power projection 
lantern for the use of the schools. 
Equipped with double, close-fitting 
blinds and a drop screen, every kin- 
dergarten assumed the properties of 
a fairly complete theatre. 

This outright recognition of the’ 
Importance of motion pictures in 
child education was a logical and'cx- 
cellent action. Every teacher has 
had experience of the potency of the 
movies. In every class, barring the 
lowest, thero are always pupils 
whose mentality is low-grade and 
work almost negligible, but, who, in 


oral composition, amaze one with the 
wealth of detail, fidelity and vivid 
realism with which they can describo

As for art, think of the 
masterpiéces that could be introduc- 
od to eVery child if tho projection 
lantern were emplayed to picture the 
finest paintings, the most beautiful 
bits of architecture, and tho world’s 
choicest sculpture, 

Motion pictures will make tho city 
children as great lovers of nature 
as tho rural children, The chief rea- 
son for their thoughtlessness in re- 
gard to nature Is their ignorance, 
Recently an illustrated lecture on 
birds was given in ono of the Toronto 
schools by a university professor and 
the children exclaimed in surprise 
when he told them there were more 
than thirty different kinds of spar- 
rows, and showed them the difference 
on the sereen. And an hour later, 
those same children left the kinder- 


garten with a much greater respect |: 


for bird life. Understanding had 
done that for them, and the screen 
had mado that understanding pos- 
sible,
